This brings us to the question of repeal, or 
abrogation of these compromises. The one in 
tlre Constitution cinnot be got rid of without an 
amendment to that instrament; and is, therefore, 
beyund the reach of Congress, The other two, 
being in the fori of statutes, are subjects of legis- 
lation, and lezally repealable Ly Congress. Etfurts 
were made to impairore, Uiat of 1757, some fifty 
years ago. An effort is now made to repeal the 
other; and the history and fate of the first aliemprt 
may be advantageous in the consideration of the 
second. Tt was in the year 1808, The then Ter- 
ritory of Indiana had been slave territery under 
the Freach Government, and continued so under 
the American until 1757. It extended to the Mis 
aissippi, and contained many slaves. Vincennes, 
Cahokia, Prairie de Rocher, Kaskaskia, were ail 
slaveholding towns. The inhabitants were attach- 
ed to that property, and wished to retain it, at least 
temporarily; and also to invite a slaveholding 
emigration, until an inerease ot population should 
afford an adequate supply of free labor; aud they 
petitioned Congress occordingly, ‘the petition 
came from a convention of the people, preside 
over by Governor Harrison, aud only asked for the 
suspension of the anti-slavery part of tho ordi- 
nance for tea years, and limited in its application 
tu their own territory. The petition was referred 
to a seleet comuittee of the House; Mr. Randolph 
was chairman; and received iis answer in a report, 
in these words:

How did 
the Missouri delegation of that day—the most am- 
iable and talented Dr. Linn and myself, in the 
Senate, and General Ashley in the Ilvase—how 
did we obtain that great boon for our State? Did 
we get these votes by belching abolitionism against 
the North? No! no! we got them by appealing to 
the justice, and the fraternal feelings of our north- 
ern brethren, and te which we never appealed 
once in yain—who, in the last hard trial to get the 
Cherokees out of Georgia, gave us fourteen aflirm- 
ative votes to balance seven negatives from the 
South, and saved the treaty by one vote. And I, 
who was part of all these transactions, accustomed 
to solicit northern votes, and express thanks for 
them, will not now return them evil for good by: 
attempting to deprive them of their share of a 
compromise which we imposed upon them,
